We saw Con Boutsianis do the sign of the cross Greek fashion after blitzing a goal and at half- 
time ethnic based music was played on the PA system, 

It undoubtedly goes without saying that South Melbourne have maintained a relatively 
consistent standard of excellence, perseverence, professionalism and-financial stability with a 
support foundation only dreamed about by other clubs. 

Nonetheless, time and time again we have seen clubs such as South Melbourne exclusively 
make token efforts to heighten themselves to the general public concentrating rather on their 
own community based pockets.

Saad was picked up 
from his home after 


. Midnight last Tuesday and 


questioned for about 48 
hours by officers of the 
Corrupt Practices 
Investigation Bureau, the 
New Paper tabloid 
Teported. 

Saad, 28, joined 
Singapore in 1990 after 
buying out his contract 
with Australian club 
Sydney Olympic. 

He is one of the most 
valued players in the 
Singapore team after 
captain Fandi Ahmad. 

Saad scored three 
straight goals to lead 
Singapore to a 4-0 
victory over the 
Malaysian state of 
Pahang in last year’s 
Malaysia Cup final, which 
climaxed the tainted 
Premier League around- 
the-year matches. 

The scandal surfaced in 
August after police 
arrested and charged 
another foreign import, 
Michal Vana of the Czech 
Republic, with accepting 
bribes from bookmakers 
to fix matches in the 
Premier League, a 
popular engagement 
between state teams of 
Malaysia, Singapore and 
Brunei. 

The two neighbouring 
countries participate 
because they are too 
small to have their own 
leagues. 

Some time after his 
arrest, Vana jumped bail 
and fled Singapore. 

In the meantime, a 
sweeping investigation 
had begun in Malaysia, 
where corruption was 
more evident. 

The Malaysian police 
believe bookmakers paid 
players hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in 
bribes to fix results. 

So far about 90 players 
from different state teams 
have been arrested.

European league, which runs a home 
and away single round robin? No! 

The typical North American 
professional sports is organised into 
divisions and conferences, Why? 

The advantages and summaries are as 
follows: 

1) The number of derby games (games 
between teams in the same city) will 
increase, since teams in the same city 
would play in the same division hence 
better crowds. The additional derby games 
will involve less travelling, which means a 
saving on cost and time. 

2) More winners: two, three or even 
four division winners instead of one minor 
premier. Since the fans like to follow a 
winning team, this will create greater 
crowds. In addition, fans prefer to follow a 
team that is no lower than sixth rather 
than 14th. 

3) The possibility exists of obtaining 
individual sponsors for each of the 
divisions. A sponsor may not want an 
Australia wide sponsorship, but may take 
a Melbourne or Sydney division. 

4) A play-off series is more legitimate, 
since there is no overall winner after the 
regular schedule so that it would be 
desirable to have more teams in a play-off 
series. 

PRESENT SYSTEM 

The present league with a home and 
away round robin has 26 rounds to give a 
total of 182 games. 

The constitution also allows 16 teams. 
How does a divisional/conference system 
compare? 

The number of teams in a single North 
American Division of ice hockey is six or 
seven, Canadian soccer is five, baseball is 
six, Canadian football is four.

he English Professional 

Footballer’s Association 
has just released a 
comprehensive report written 
by Paul Power (ex Everton and 
Manchester City) on the state 
of Coaching and Development 
in England. 

The report compared 
England with a number of 
countries which they believe 
are ahead of them. These 
included Sweden, Germany, 
Italy, Holland and Australia. 

Steve Darby, National 
Development Officer, said “the

as quality programs by nations

that are considered to be 
leading World soccer. Many of 
the recommendations in this 
major report are already in 
place in Australian Soccer,” 
These include, a national 
modified game (RooBall), 
Intensive Training Centres, 
Specialist Goalkeeping 
Coaching Courses and Elite 
Player Coaching Courses. 
ASF’s National Director of 
Coaching Mike Wells is 
continually being asked to 
provide information on 
Australia’s coaching and player 


development programs. 

At the time of the Worid 
Youth Cup in 1993 FIFA 
commissioned him to write a 
major paper on the programs. 

Other requests have come 
from Israel and Greece, the 
latter through former National 
Coach Alketas Panagoulias. 

Just recently Jan Poulsen the 
coach of the Danish Olympic 
side went home with a swag of 
information provided by Wells 
following their extensive 
discussions. Poulsen, besides 
being an accomplished team 
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coach, is also a Management 
Consultant for the Danish FA 
and a long servicing member of 
their Technical Committee. 

An ititeresting quote from 
the EPFA Report was that 
“only twice in the last 46 years 
has England made the last four

e trick rarely 
varied, and the 
opposing left-back 


knew all about it. 

They knew about it in 
Bolton and in Budapest 
and in Manchester and 
Madrid, but none of them 
could do anything about 
it. 

And if the still very 
springhtly Sir Stanley 
Matthews were to do it 
again on February 1, his 
80th birthday, his old 
adversaries would 
probably fall for it all over 
again. 

Throughout his 33-year 
career on the right wing, 
Matthews took the ball 
nearer an opponent than 
anyone has ever done, 
fooled them with a 
shimmy to the left and 
beat them for pace on the 
right. 

That was ‘the magic of 
Matthews. Everyone knew 
what he was going to do, 
yet no-one could stop him 
doing it. 

“The Wizard of the 
Dribble” did that trick over 
and over again, from the 
day he made his debut for 
Stoke as a 17-year-old in 
March 1952 until he 
played his last match for 
the club in February 1965 
when he was 50 years and 
five days old. 

Then he did it for a 
further 20-odd years, 


albeit at a rather more - 


leisurely pace, in charity 
and exhibition matches 
and coaching clinics 
everywhere from Soweto 
to San Francisco. Until his 
mid-60s he even did it for 
his local post office team 
in a Wednesday afternoon 
league when he lived in 
Malta. 

And to this day he says 
he cannot explain his 
unique ability. 

“Don’t ask me how | did 

it but it always come out 
of me under pressure,” he 
said. 
. Part of the secret was 
that he perfected his close 
bal! contro] as a child, 
Kicking a ball made of old 
socks and rags against a 
wall for hours every day. 

Harry Johnston, his 
former captain at 
Blackpool and an England 
colleague, said the secret 
lay in “his incredible 
balance, tight ball control 
and the speed of an 
Olympic sprinter over the 


first 10 yards.” 

Whatever it was, the gift 
was to lead him to 
greatness, and in the 
years after World War II he 
came to symbolise English 
soccer, and the game in 
general, for millions 
around the world. 

In an era before global 
television he became 
soccer’s first superstar, 
years before the term was 
coined. 

Accolades have followed 
him throughout his life 
which began in the village 
of Hanley, near Stoke in 
the English Midlands, on 
February 1, 1915. 

fn 1948 he became 
English soccer’s first 


player of the year — an 
award he won again at the 
age of 48 in 1963. In 
1956 he became the first 
European player of the 
year and the following 
year was crowned king of 
world soccer as part of 
Ghana’‘s independence 
celebrations. 
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In 1965 he became the 
first footballer to be 
knighted, and 10 years 
ago they erected a statue 
of him in Hanley. 

Never a great scorer — 
he got only 82 goals in 
over 750 first-class 
appearances — Matthews 
was the creator supreme, 
setting up chances galore 
from the wing for his 
centre-forwards and 
inside-forwards. 

He inherited some of his 
physical attributes from 
his father, a barber and 
part-time boxer, and by 
the time he was 15 his 
potential had been 
spotted by Stoke City — 
even if at the age he

mainly worked as an office 
boy. 

Within two years he was 
a regular in the side and in 
1934 he made his debut 
for England. Including 
unofficial wartime 
matches, he played 84 
times for England, the 
jatest against Scotland in 
1957 when he was 42. 

He left his boyhood club 
in an (now more than 
$A24,271.90) transfer to 
Blackpool in 1947 and 
played the most famous 
match of his long career in 
its tangerine shirt in 1953 
~ ‘the Matthews Cup Final’. 

He was already 38 and 
after suffering defeat with 
Blackpool in the 1948 and 


1951 finals, knew this was 
probably his last chance 
of realising his life’s 
ambition of an FA Cup 
winner’s medal. 

Blackpool was trailing 3- 
1 to Bolton but in the last 
20 minutes he produced 
probably the greatest one- 
man performance ever 
seen at Wembley, turning 
the game around with his 
mesmerising skills to give 
Blackpool a 4-3 victory. 

Stan Mortensen scored a 
hat-trick but the match 
has gone down in history 
as the Matthews Final — 
something that still 
embarrasses Matthews as 
he believes it should have 
become known = as 
Mortensen’s final. 

He stayed at Blackpool 
until 1961 when he 
returned to Stoke and 
immediately quadrupled 
the club’s average gate of 
9,000. 

Despite his advancing 
years, he galvanised the 
club and helped it back 
into the oid first division 
in 1963. He scored just 
one goal that season — 
the one that clinched 
promotion. 

The knighthood 
followed when he retired 
in 1965 but his lifelong 
modesty has never 
deserted him. 

He hates the round of 
formal dinners being held 
to celebrate his birthday 
and he hates anyone 
calling him “Sir Stanley”. 

Looking remarkably fit 
and physically much the 
same as in his playing 
days, he still gives the 
impression that he would 
be happiest playing 
football somewhere and 
says he is still upset 
because he quit when he 
was “too young”. 

“If | have one regret it is 
that I hung up my boots 
too soon,” he said. “! 
really feel 1 could have 
played until my mid-50s.” 

His last professional 
game was 50 years ago 
next weekend and for 
millions of fans now 
approaching middle age 
themselves, their only 
image of Matthews is from 
old grainy newsreel 
pictures. 

But even in black-and- 
white, his genius shines 
through. There is no 
mistaking the dip of the 
shoulder to the left and 
the jink outside to the 
right. He will forever be far 
too clever for those poor 
old left-backs. 


THE SOCCER REFEREE: 


hysical attacks, threatening 
telephone calls and police 
escorts are all frequent 
occurences for the much 
maligned men in the middle 
of English soccer. 

The debate regarding the role of the 
referee has reached new heights this 
Season following instructions from FIFA, 
ordering referees to strictly punish 
dangerous play, professional fouls and 
tackling from behind. 

FIFA’s general secretary Sepp Blatter 
says in the newly published technical 
Teport into the 1994 World Cup finals in 
the United States: “FIFA’s new directives 
were a major factor in the success of the 
competition.” 

Few people would disagree with him. 

But dozens of managers, players and 
coaches in England are upset about the 
way in which a strict application of the 
laws is being interpreted in England. 

They blame the referees for 
inconsistency, insensitivity and pettiness 
— and while the histrionics of some 
referees seem to prove the managers’ 
points, statistics show otherwise. 

Figures collated from comparable top 
divisions in England, Germany, Belgium 
and Spain this season prove the English 
game has adapted to the rule changes 
imposed by FIFA better than any other. 

On average there are fewer bookings 
and dismissals in England than in any of 
the other three countries analysed. 

The problem is that the referees’ 
clampdown is naturally perceived as being 
destructive and negative for the game by 
those affected most by it. 

On a recent Saturday, Arsenal became 
the third premier league team in the last 
two weeks to end a match with only nine 
men — a rare occurance not so long ago. 

Not long after Blackburn goalkeeper 
Tim Flowers was sent off after just 72 
seconds against Leeds — believed to be 
the second fastest dismissal in English 
history and the fastest ever in the top

213 and the all-time record of 239 set last 
season looks certain to be beaten. 

In stark contrast, in 1946-47, the first 
season after World War IT in England, just 
12 players were sent off. In 1949-50, only 
14 were dismissed, 


Managers are angry that refereeing 
decisions are having such a big impact on 
important games and that referees seem to 
be so inconsistent. 

Whereas Rodger Gifford sent off 
Flowers for bringing down Leeds striker 


Brian Deane, Robbie Hart allowed Aston 
Villa’s goalkeeper Mark Bosnich to stay 
on the field for what Jooked like a far 
more dangerous challenge on Juergen 
Klinsmana which ended with the 
Tottenham player unconscious and carried 
off. 

Wimbledon manager Joe Kinnear has 
called for the introduction of video replay 
evidence on marginal calls. 

Joe Royle slammed the match official 
who sent off two of his Everton players~ 
against Newcastle recently as showing 
“more insensitivity than any other referee 
I’ve seen in 30 years in football.” 

Blackburn’s Kenny Dalglish said a 
controversially disallowed goal when his 
side lost 1-0 at Manchester United two 
weeks ago could yet cost his side the 
championship title. 

Referee Keith Cooper spoke this week 
of personal attacks, threatening phonecalls 
to his family and hate mail. He now insists 
on 2 police escort for him and his 
Jinesmen off the pitch at the end of a 
match, 

“T think a referee-has to be a certain 
type of person and if it’s too hot for him, 
he has to decide whether he wants to stay 
in the kitchen. It’s certainly getting 
hotter,” he said. 

Mario. van der Ende of the 
Netherlands, one of the referees at last 
year’s World Cup finals, says he is 
convinced the answer to the problem is 
to have professional referees “in order 
to keep up with a game that is 
constantly changing and the never- 
ending extra demands that it makes.” 

Another answer to the problem, of 
course, is for the players to change. 

Stanley Matthews, who celebrated his 
80th birthday on February I (see story 
opposite page), was never booked or sent 
off in his 33-year career. 

Former England captain Gary Lineker 
who has just retired can boast a similar 
unblemished record throughout his 17 
years as a professional. 

If all the 2,000 professional players in 
England were so like minded, no-one 
would have any problems at all. 


WORLD MOST 
CAPPED PLAYERS 


e English goalkeeper, 
Peter Shilton, has been 
heading the list of players 
with the most international 
appearances for years. 

But it has been rumoured 
for a long time that the total 
number of caps collected by 
the Saudi Arabian striker, 
Majed Abdullah, could have 
broken Shilton’s record by 
more than a few. 

Papers recently sent in by 
his association now proved 
beyond doubt that Majed 
Abdullah really has played in 
147 “A” internationals — 22 
more than Shilton. 

Majed Abdullah (also 
known as Majed Ahmed 
Mohammed) first sported the 
kingdom’s colours in a 
friendly versus the Republic 
of Korea in 1978. 

His last official splash for 
the time being was engraved 
on many a football fan’s 
memory: when Saudi Arabia 
Sprang a surprise win against 
Belgium at the last group

game on June 29, 1994 in 
Washington, the 35-year-old 
veteran had been in action 
for one half of the match. 
Nicknamed “Desert Pelé” 
for his speed, supremacy in 
the air and determination, 


Majed Abdullah has 
been Asia’s “footballer 
of the year” three times 
during his career, time 
and again league 
champion and cup 
winner with his club, Al 
Naser, and the leaque’s 
top goal scorer, not to 
mention his “Golden 
Shoe” award twice over 
as the best goal scorer 
of the entire Arab world. 

Before Saudi Arabia 
qualified for the 1994 
World Cup where they 
advanced to the round 
of 16, Majed Abdullah 
had played a large part 
in their capture of the 
Asian championship 
titles in 1984 and 1988 
and in qualifying for the 


1984 Olympic Games. 
He would have notched up 
far more than 150 


internationals if he had not 
missed the Asian qualifiers in 
Doha, Qatar, in October 
1993 (apart from the goalless 


start against Japan) and 
several practice matches 
played by his team in the run- 
up to the 1994 World Cup. 

FIFA has scrutinised the list 
sent in by the Saudi 
association. 

The main obstacle was the 
player's variety of names that 
demanded meticulous 
comparison of Information 
on international matches in 
the data bank, which yielded 
supposedly different players. 
The investigation, in fact, 
revealed that it concems one 
and the same player. 

A number of games had to 
be disregarded because 
Olympic preliminaries, for 
instance, do not count as “A” 
internationals. 

But any previous doubts 
that existed about the other 
appearances have now been 
completely dispelled. The 
Saudi association has 
coroborated its claims by 
sending FIFA a letter of 
confirmation,

NIGERIA LOSES 
YOUTH 
CHAMPIONSHIP 


The Internationa] Football 
Federation (FIFA) has cancelted 
next month’s world youth soccer 
championship in Nigeria because 
of an unacceptable health risk to 
players, 

FIFA said it would discuss the 
possibility of an alternative venue 
this week, although officials had 
earlier said finding another site at 
such short notice would be tough. 

A FIFA statement said that 
although the Nigerians were now 
fully prepared for the tournament, 
cases of cholera and meningitis — 
both serious infectious diseases — 
had been reported at two of the 
four competition venues.
